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THOMAS LLOYD PITTS, MEMBER 
CALIFORNIA STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION 


Thomas Lloyd Pitts was appointed a member of the California 
State Board of Education on November 13, 1958. 

Mr. Pitts, born in De Soto, Missouri, has been prominent in 
labor circles for more than 20 years and is now President of the 
California State Federation of Labor, AFL-CIO. 

Shortly after going to work in the trucking industry in 1931, Mr. 
Pitts became active in the affairs of the unions that were closely 
affiliated with the industry. He was first employed as Business 
Representative of the General Truck Drivers Union, Local 208, 
Los Angeles, in 1936; and became Secretary-Treasurer of the 
Wholesale Delivery Drivers’ and Salesmen’s Union, Local 848, in 
September, 1937. In 1941, he became Vice President of the Cali- 
fornia State Federation of Labor; and he has held the position of 
President of this organization since 1950. In addition, he is a 
member of the State Board of Directors of the State Compensa- 
tion Insurance Fund; a member of the Board of Directors of the 
Associated In-Group Donors (an organization of donors to chari- 
ties); a member of the Governor’s Committee on Employment of 
the Physically Handicapped; and a member of the Co-ordinating 
Committee of the Governor's Industrial Safety Conference. He is 
a past member of the Executive Board of the Los Angeles Central 
Labor Council; and a past Trustee, past Financial Secretary, past 
President of the Joint Council of Teamsters, Local 42. Mr. Pitts has 
been designated five times by the Governor as a participant in 
the National Conference on Labor Legislation. 


CO-ORDINATION OF PUBLIC HIGHER EDUCATION IN 
CALIFORNIA: A Report of the First Joint Meeting of 
the Regents and the State Board of Education

Through an accelerated schedule of meetings and a significant 
modification of the liaison organization, the two governing boards of 
state-supported higher education—the Regents of the University of 
California and the California State Board of Education—are taking long 
strides together toward improved co-ordination in the development of 
public higher education. The major issues before these governing boards 
are (1) policies relative to current legislation on education; (2) the 
orderly development of further facilities for public higher education; 
and (3) the improved co-ordination of expansion plans. 

For the first time, the two governing boards convened in a joint 
session to discuss their mutual problems on March 14, 1959. Further 
meetings during March and April of the liaison agencies of the boards 
have quickened the tempo of discussions on problems of co-ordination. 
Also, the liaison machinery that serves the two boards has been strength- 


ened by reconstituting the former Technical Advisory Committee into 
a new Joint Advisory Committee, with the responsibility for interpret- 
ing and recommending state-wide co-ordination policies. These signifi- 
cant actions reflect the seriousness of purpose of both boards in achiev- 
ing close harmony in developing public higher education in California. 


Jomint MEETING oF GoveRNING Boarps 


At the historic meeting of the Regents of the University of Cali- 
fornia and the State Board of Education, which occurred on Saturday, 
March 14, 1959, in the Alumni House of the Berkeley campus, Uni- 
versity of California, nearly all members of both boards were present. 
William L. Blair, President of the State Board of Education, presided. 

Dorothy Donahoe, Chairman of the Assembly Committee on Educa- 
tion; Bert W. Levit, Director, State Department of Finance; and many 
other persons interested in the progress of public higher education 
attended the meeting. 

Greetings from Governor Edmund G. Brown were extended by his 
representative, Ralph Richardson, Secretary in the Governor’s Office. 
Assemblywoman Donahoe spoke of the need for greater co-ordination

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of public higher education and for closer communication between the 
two governing boards and the Legislature. 


PresipDENT Kerr’s ADDRESS 


President Kerr outlined the challenges which lie ahead in meeting 
the future educational needs of the state. Presenting a series of attractive 
charts, he pointed out the anticipated increases in California’s future 
population, and the subsequent increases anticipated in the numbers of 
high school graduates and collegiate enrollments. By 1970, he stated, 
the total enrollments in California junior colleges, state colleges, and 
the University will surpass one-half million. Further, he emphasized 
the necessity for co-operative action in undertaking the great educa- 
tional task facing the state. 

President Kerr briefly discussed plans for the future development of 
the University of California, indicating that campuses had been au- 
thorized for La Jolla, southeast Los Angeles and Orange counties, and 
the south central coast area, which includes San Mateo, Santa Clara, 
Santa Cruz, Monterey, and San Benito counties. 


SUPERINTENDENT SIMPSON’s ADDRESS 


Roy E. Simpson, Superintendent of Public Instruction, outlined the 
current status of public higher education in California. He stated that 
enrollments have swelled to nearly 150,000 students (excluding those 
in adult programs), and that operating budgets of public higher edu- 
cation institutions during the 1959-60 academic year will involve re- 
quests for nearly 178 million dollars of state funds. 

Dr. Simpson identified some of the pressures that lead to an ex- 
pansion of the state college system. He emphasized a probable tripling 
of present state college enrollments, amounting to a total of 181,000 
full-time equivalent regular students by 1970. To serve these enroll- 
ments, he suggested the expansion of existing state colleges and out- 
lined a plan for the development of new state colleges. 

A tentative priority list of potential new state colleges presented by 
Dr. Simpson covers the same areas of need that were identified in 1956, 
in a study of the need for additional centers of public higher educa- 
tion in California.? The priority list represents the most recent consid- 
erations by the State Board of Education since its previous designation 
of areas for potential colleges in a letter to the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee of the State Assembly on March 11, 1957. Potential state col- 
leges for areas as follows were discussed by Dr. Simpson: Los Angeles 
County, San Bernardino and Riverside counties, San Mateo County, 
Contra Costa County, Marin and Sonoma counties, Kern County, Stan- 
islaus County, Santa Cruz and Monterey counties, and Napa and Solano

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counties. Accompanying the list was a suggested timetable for the 
development of these potential state colleges. 


ResoLutions ApopTeD AT JoINT SEssiON OF GOVERNING Boarps 


The central business of the one-day session of the governing boards 
concerned joint approval of a series of resolutions designed to improve 
co-ordination of public higher education. The first resolution called 
for (1) the co-operative and orderly development of state-supported 
higher education through closer co-ordination of educational services; 
(2) a review of principles stated in A Restudy of the Needs of Cali- 
fornia in Higher Education;* (3) a referral to the newly organized 
Joint Advisory Committee of the task of preparing a report on the 
co-ordination of public higher education; and (4) plans for a second 
joint meeting of the two governing boards in Los Angeles on April 
15, 1959. 

A second resolution provided further details concerning the Joint 
Advisory Committee assignment of considering questions on the co- 
ordination of public higher education in California. Specifically, the 
committee was charged to consider the establishment of additional 
campuses and the relationships between the three segments of public 
higher education with respect to their functions, admission requirements 
and programs. The committee was instructed to report its recommenda- 
tions based on such considerations at the joint meeting of the two boards 
scheduled for April 15, 1959. 

A third resolution called for the joint development, by the State 
Board of Education and the Regents, of a proposed long-range expan- 
sion program for the state colleges and the University of California, 
and for a presentation of this program to the Governor and the Legisla- 
ture by January, 1960. 

Although the two governing boards adopted the three aforementioned 
resolutions, a fourth proposed resolution did not meet with joint board 
concurrence. This resolution proposed that authorized campuses for 
the state colleges and the University be placed in operation as soon as 
fiscal conditions would permit; that the boards continue to assess 
priorities for the establishment of new institutions; that the state adopt 
a policy of early site acquisition for campuses with the highest priori- 
ties; and that adequate junior college facilities be provided prior to the 
establishment of additional state college or University campuses. A 
final portion of this resolution recommended that for a two-year period 
“no additional new campuses for the state colleges or the University be 
authorized without prior approval of both boards.” 

A substitute resolution was presented by Raymond J. Daba, member 
of the State Board of Education, proposing that each governing board

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prepare its own expansion plan, and that through the liaison machinery 
of the boards, these plans be co-ordinated for presentation to the 
Governor and the Legislature in January, 1960. After brief discussion, 
the original and the substitute resolutions were referred back to the 
Liaison Committe for reconsideration at the next joint meeting. 


Joint Apvisory CoMMITTEE 


One important outcome of the joint meeting of the governing boards 
is the new role assigned to the Joint Advisory Committee. This com- 
mittee replaces the former Technical Advisory Committee which was 
created on June 21, 1951, by the Liaison Committee to confer with the 
Joint Staff in the investigtaion of problems. On May 8, 1958, the State 
Board of Education passed a resolution proposing the reconstruction of 
the Technical Advisory Committee with broader representation from 
the three segments of public higher education. Accordingly, in Decem- 
ber, 1958, the State Board of Education and the Regents of the Uni- 
versity of California approved this resolution with some modifications. 
The committee is composed of persons from certain designated posi- 
tions. These positions and the present appointees follow: 


1. Vice President of the University (Harry R. Wellman); Chief of 
the Division of State Colleges (J. Burton Vasché); Chief of the 
Bureau of Junior College Education (Hugh G. Price). 


. Three provosts or chancellors of the University. (Raymond B. 
Allen, University of California, Los Angeles; Stanley B. Freeborn, 
University of California, Davis; Glenn T. Seaborg, University of 
California, Berkeley.) 


. Three state college presidents. (Glenn S. Dumke, San Francisco 
State College; Malcolm A. Love, San Diego State College; John 
T. Wahlquist, San Jose State College.) 


. Three junior college presidents. (Calvin C. Flint, Foothill College; 
Bill J. Priest, American River Junior College; and Theron L. Mc- 
Cuen, Superintendent, Kern County Joint Union High School 
District.) 


All of these persons, with the exception of Chancellor Allen, who 
was represented by Vice Chancellor Vern O. Knudsen, met in Berkeley, 
March 26 and 27, to consider problems of co-ordination of public higher 
education. Among the tasks undertaken by this group was a review of 
the differentiation of functions among the three segments of public 
higher education in California, and consideration of the comprehensive 
studies needed to resolve policy issues affecting the development of 
higher education. In addition, the committee drafted a resolution to be 
considered by the Liaison Committee as a substitute for the resolutions 
tabled at the joint meeting of the boards on March 14, 1959.

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THe Seconp Joint MEETING OF THE GOVERNING Boarps 


Preparatory to the second joint meeting of the governing boards, the 
Liaison Committee and the Joint Advisory Committee each held meet- 
ings to consider matters which were to be presented at the joint session. 
The Liaison Committee, comprising five members from the Regents and 
five from the State Board of Education, convened in Sacramento on 
April 2, 1959, to prepare agenda for the April joint meeting of the two 
governing boards. Chairman Wellman of the Joint Advisory Committee 
presented a series of recommendations proposed by that Committee 
which was accepted, with slight modifications, by the Liaison Commit- 
tee for consideration by the combined boards at the April 15 meeting. 
The Joint Advisory Committee then held a second meeting to plan its 
presentation of a progress report to the forthcoming joint board meet- 
ing. Agenda to be considered by members of the two governing boards 
at the April 15 meeting were thus developed. 

The second joint meeting of the Regents and the State Board of Edu- 
cation convened at 4:00 p.m., April 15, 1959, at the New Faculty Center 
of the University of California, Los Angeles. Governor Edmund G. 
Brown, President of the Regents, chaired the meeting. 

Most of the members of each board attended this meeting. In addi- 
tion, many other governmental officials interested in public higher edu- 
cation were present, including Lieutenant Governor Anderson; Senators 
Farr and Miller; Speaker Brown and Assemblymen Donahoe, MacBride, 
Sedgwick, Unruh, and Winton; Bert W. Levit, Director of Finance; 
and Alan Post, Legislative Analyst. 

The outcomes of this meeting are highly significant t to the educational 
welfare of the state. Each of the actions of the joint boards is therefore 
reviewed briefly as follows: 

First, the joint boards approved the resolution which at their first joint 
session had been referred to the Joint Advisory Committee and the 
Liaison Committee for further consideration. The critical part of this 
resolution, as finally approved by the boards, provides that “no new 
campus for the state colleges or for the University of California, except 
those already approved, shall be established without prior approval of 
both boards.” 


Secondly, the two governing boards approved the title, “Joint Ad- 
visory Committee,” as the official designation for the reconstituted Tech- 
nical Advisory Committee, discussed earlier in this report. 


Thirdly, the joint boards considered a resolution, proposed originally 
by the Joint Advisory Committee and approved by the Liaison Commit- 
tee, favoring support of Assembly Bill No. 24 which would provide 
state aid for junior college capital outlay. In the ensuing discussion on 
this resolution, Bert W. Levit, Director of Finance, pointed out that ap- 
propriations amounting to nearly $300,000,000 are involved in bills now 
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being considered by the Legislature. Further, he stated that 62 cents of 
every General Fund tax dollar already is allocated by the state budget 
for educational purposes next year. These circumstances, he indicated, 
caused concern regarding the appropriation of state funds required by 
this bill. 

After considerable discussion, the two governing boards jointly ap- 
proved the resolution, modified by the following statement: “The State 
Board of Education and the Regents of the University of California en- 
dorse in principle the idea of state assistance for capital outlay for junior 
colleges at such time as state finances permit.” 


The major item of business at the joint session involved a discussion 
concerning Assembly Concurrent Resolution No. 88, which requests the 
Liaison Committee to prepare a master plan of higher education in Cali- 
fornia. Several legislators spoke forcibly concerning this matter. Dorothy 
Donahoe, Chairman of the Assembly Education Committee and co- 
author of the bill, indicated that drastic action, particularly in terms of a 
firm agreement on an over-all plan which could be relayed to the Legis- 
lature, is needed immediately. Senator George Miller reported he be- 
lieved that there is too much competition in higher education and that 
a plan for closer co-ordination should be developed. The outcome of 
this discussion was an agreement by the governing boards that the 
Liaison Committee would make a study for the purpose of developing 
the master plan requested in Assembly Concurrent Resolution No. 88, 
and would report its findings through the two governing boards to the 
Legislature by the beginning of the 1960 Budget Session of the Legis- 
lature. 

Finally, in response to a question concerning future joint meetings 
of the boards, it was agreed that the next joint session of the boards 
should be held at the discretion of the Superintendent of Public Instruc- 
tion, the President of the University of California, and the chairmen of 
the two boards. 


CoNCLUSION 


It is evident that the two governing boards of higher education in 
California are striving to achieve closer co-ordination of the University, 
the state colleges, and the junior colleges throughout the state. This 
action augurs well for development by the boards of a system of policy 
control for co-ordinating the three segments of public higher education. 

Certain of the significant developments that have taken place as a 
result of the effort to secure closer co-ordination of the three segments 
of higher education reported in this article follow: 


1. The governing boards have engaged in a face-to-face discussion 
of their mutual problems. 
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. As a part of the liaison machinery, representatives of each of the 
three segments of higher education, primarily executive heads of 
institutions of higher learning, have been organized into the Joint 
Advisory Committee for consideration of state-wide co-ordinating 
policies. 


. The frequency of meetings between the boards and the various 
liaison agencies has been increased substantially. 


. Legislative concern for co-ordinated policies pertaining to the 
development of public higher education has been expressed by 
many legislative officials, indicating the desirability of closer liai- 
son between the governing boards and the Legislature. 


. Throughout the series of meetings held by the boards and their 
liaison agencies, increasing emphasis has been accorded the role 
of the junior colleges in the future development of California 
public higher education. 


. The two governing boards agreed to present a master plan to the 
1960 Legislature, including feasible means of effecting closer co- 
ordinating policies for the future development of public higher 
education. 


These developments point rather conclusively to the increased im- 
portance placed upon inter-board co-operation and to renewed efforts 
toward improved co-ordination of public higher education in California.
